San F r a n c isc o, January 31st.—The Su­ 
preme Court has rendered a decision in the 
Sharon divorce ease, affirming the decision 
of the lower Court, except as regards coun­ 
sel fees. 
The effect of the decision is to allow the 
plaintiff $2,(500 per month alimony, “ until 
further order of the Court.” The higher 
Court, however, reverses that portion of 
Judge Sullivan’s decision allowing $55,000 
for counsel fees. 
Justice Thornton wrote a dissenting opin­ 
ion, concurred in by Justice Sbarpstein, in 
which he expressed the opinion that as 
“ there was r,o marriage there can be no 
order for alimony and counsel fees. The 
judgment or order for alimony and counsel 
fees should therefore be reverse»].” 
Justice McFarland, in a separate dissent­ 
ing opinion says: 
_ “ My conclusion is that the facts found 
in this case do not, under the law of this 
State, constitute m arriage; and that the 
judgm ent should be reversed, with direc­ 
tion to the Superior Court to enter judg­ 
m ent for the defendant. W ith respect to 
the appeal from the order allowing counsel 
fees, as, in my opinion, there was no m ar­ 
riage, of course, in my judgment, these 
orders should be reversed.”

The 
Surveyor-General reconimends an appro­ 
priation of at least $75,000 for sttrTevs in 
this district daring the ensuing fiscal year, 
and states that it is his belief that every 
acre so surveyed will be settled upon anil 
purchased as soon as placed upon the 
market. 
The lands in California on which lines 
of public surveys have not yet heen ex­ 
tended are generally exceedingly difficult 
to survey, being mountainous anil heavily 
timbered, or covered with a dense thick­ 
ness of growth peculiar to that region, ren­ 
dering the progress of surveys so tedious 
and expensive that they are unwilling to 
attem pt the work at the rates now allowed 
by law. 
Much of the m ountainous land, 
especially in the southern half of the State, 
is available for vine and fruit culture, and 
there is a constantly increasing demand for 
the survey of such land, which surveys 
cannot be made at the rates now allowed 
by law.

T h e C o d lin M oth* 
The growing importance of fruit culture, 
both in Oregon and California, calls for the 
annihilation of the codlin moth, that dread 
plague ot the orchard. 
Some claim the 
oolv safe and sure way to rid the orchard 
of this pest is to dig up the trees and burn 
them when found t > be affected. 
This 
method will not strike the average orchard- 
tst with iavor. 
In New Zealand they have 
discovered that Dame Nature has provided 
a death-trap in the physiantLus. ‘ Anmri- 
can apples are prohibited by municipal en­ 
actment entrance to the Auckland market. 
This enactment is 
reasonable and rhe 
cause sufficient, yet the effect is not, for in 
portions of this isle of the sea many of the 
orchards are of little value because of the 
rum wrought by the codlin motb. 
A tten­ 
tion is being called to a new and novel 
mode of destroying this insect, w hich is noth­ 
ing more nor less than a flowering climber, 
which bears an abnndance of sweet-scented, 
honey-iadened and beautiful flowers. It 
is claimed for the physianthus that it does 
no damage to the tree to plant it near Ihe 
root, tram it up the trunk and through the 
branches. T. F. Cheeseman, Superintend­ 
ent of the Auckland Museum, hassotne of 
these flowers on exhibition which contain 
quite a number-of dead m oth“. It is stated 
that in the district where these flowers 
grow, during the whole of Isst sum m er 
the flowers at that place were loaded with 
dead moths. It is plain that this flower is 
supplied by nature as a prison and death­ 
trap for this insect. The phyaiantbus is a 
native of South America, ami it is thought 
it will thrive well here, especially in Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon.— Cor. California Put,-. >. 


A I-af.ue Cave.—A correspondent of the 
Bieber Tribune, writing from Dry Lake, 
Modoc county, thus describes some of the 
wonders of that section of country: 
"On 
the 9th of this m onth, as two vaqueros 
were hunting horses east of this place 
about five miles, they observed steam issu­ 
ing from a crevice in the lava. On exam­ 
ining they discovered a cave which they 
explored some distance, but it was so dark 
they could not see to walk. So, on the fol­ 
lowing day, after supplying themselves 
with candles, they penetrated the lower re­ 
gions two miles' or more, at a descent of 
about four inches to the rod. The roof 
seems to be of solid lava. The tloor is yel­ 
low sand, and about one mile from the en­ 
trance there is a large room, ten or twelve 
feet high and sixty feet across, and the 
main cavern turns and runs in a northerly 
direction, and another runs east or nearly 
so. The north extension has a tem pera­ 
ture of about ninety degrees, and grow* 
warmer at every step, and the descent 
grows steeper as far as it has been explored. 
As the candle grew short, the explorers 
were compelled to return to the outer 
world and leave the wonderful cavern un­ 
explored for the present.”

difficult, is often distasteful or inconvenient. 
Rut the price of liberty, as well ns good gas and 
decent ear service, is eternal vigilance. When 
conventions and elections are intrusted to the 
coirupt and dangerous element, who can expect 
safe and honest government? 
B ut then this has lieen preached and 
preached and proclaim ed from press, pul­ 
p it and stum p, until it is all an old story, 
and the delinquents heed it no more than 
those hear th e church hells who have been 
accustomed to sleep next door to a steeple. 
P reaching these 
political 
truths, 
and 
upon heed to w hich th e safety and jierpe- 
tu ity ol free institutions depend, appar­ 
ently produces no efleet, and we may well 
conclude th at it will uot “aw aken the pub­ 
lic conscience.” 
One th in g needed, possi­ 
bly, is some such law as is being debated 
in New 1 ork concerning com pulsory vot­ 
ing; th a t is, to attach penalties to th e neg­ 
lect to exercise th e sovereign's rig h t.

m ay come to this— w hich heaven forbid— 
th a t it will be necessary to m ake certaiu 
privileges and protections, essential to per­

foreign voting («opulation in New Y ork 
C ity is alm ost w holly in th e palm of the 
D em ocratic hand, and monopolizes po liti­ 
cal power, so th a t it is no wonder th at the 
m etrojw lis rolls up from 40,000 to 50,000 
D em ocratic m ajority, thus 
giving th e 
p arty th e power to d ictate to th e E m pire 
State, and through it to th e nation.

sectional crystallization a t th e South, com­ 
m only designated at “solid,” is wholly 
Dem ocratic, and feeds upon a past preju­ 
dice w hich th e party industriously fosters.

About 150 members of the American 
H orticultural Association 
arrived from 
San Francisco at 5:30 e. m. yesterday. They 
are in charge of R. E. Whitefield, traveling 
passenger agent of the Southern Pacific 
Company, who will leave with them this 
morning for Chico, Marysville, Redding, 
Colusa and other points of interest in the 
Sacramento valley. 
Mr. Whitefield says 
he has been with many excursionists, but 
never before with one which was so thor­ 
oughly in love with Northern and Central 
California. Many of the party express 
themselves very freely and say they will 
close out their business as soon as they re­ 
turn East and come to this part of the 
State to make their future home. 
On the train's arrival the excursionists 
were met by a committee of citizens who 
took them in charge, and made them the 
guests of Sacramento. 
A half dozen of the large two-horse cars 
were taken to the depot and the visitors 
taken in a body to the State Capitol, which 
had been kindly placed at the disposal of 
tDe citizens by the Secretary of State, ami 
the Assembly Chamber set apart for a re­ 
ception room. The entire Capitol was 
brilliantly illum inated both by gas and 
electricity by Martin Steinmitz, the gen­ 
tleman in charge of that department. The 
State Library was tastefully decorated with 
flowers, evergreens aud bunting, and set 
apart as a cloak and waiting room. The 
Assembly Chamber, which undoubtedly is 
tlie finest hall in the State, had been 
cleared of all the desks and handsomely 
decorated. It had the appearance of an im ­ 
mense dining-room, there being 50 tables 
covered with snow-white linen, fancy china 
and silverware, and niates for six at each 
table. The orchestra under the leadership 
of Professor Hand, consisting of eight 
pieces, rendered music equal to any tver 
heard in this city, and was not the least 
of the attractions of the evening. 
At 8:30 P. M. the guests marched into the 
hall led by Mayor Eugene Gregory arid 
P. E. Platt. They were seated at the 
tables and soon fifty gentlemen of the 
Reception Committee were playing the 
part of waiters, were supplying

WELCOMING THE GUESTS. 
Mayor Gregory called the assemblage to 
order alter all bad partaken of lunch. He 
delivered a short address of welcome to 
the guests, after which he introduced the 
Chairman of the evening, Hon. R. D.

neer of 49 with that of our guests this evening, 
who for the first time are present iu the Capital 
City of California. 
Anterior to "th e days of ’49" the white resi­ 
dents of California were very few, consequently 
the reception committees were very small, the 
members of which seldom if ever ciim 1 in con­ 
tact with the visitors of those days, for such 999 
out ol every 1,000 so regarded themselves. 
1 hey came with a view of sojourning but a 
short time, iu which 
they 
proposed 
to 
make their fortunes and then “ go back to 
the States," to the scenes of their childhood, to 
e joy their gains. As to industrial pursuits 
there were at that time but about three legiti­ 
mate interests in which to embark. Tne-e 
were, first, m ining; second, mercantile; and 
third, the transportation of supplies into the 
mining districts. 
in those days vegetables were unknown, ex­ 
cept the variity named potaOr-s, aud 
that 
existed only to a very limited degree, anu when 
found commanded per pound one dollar aud 
upwards. 
It was soou found, however, that the ver. best 
vegetables, and melon*«>f ail ..ir - ■

jocrniug here. Then our feed *upp'y for the 
teams used iu the transportation interest came 
principally from South America, for which 
prices ruled high. It was then that some who 
found time to think of something else besides 
"digging for gold,” concluded to test the pro­ 
ductive qualities of some of the river bottom 
lands, and here and there small lots were 
seeded to barley, which gave an enormous yield 
per acre aud of superior quality. The see'ding 
of large tracts followed, and the supply became 
greater 
than 
the 
demand 
ami 
conse­ 
quently 
low 
and 
unremunerative 
prices 
ruled. Iu the 
meantime, 
however, 
ex­ 
periments bad been made in gruwing wheat, 
and it was demonstrated that the 
soil 
in California not only produced a heavy yield, 
but also in quality, wheat equal, il uot supeiior, 
to any grown iu the world. It was then that 
California began to be au agricultural, as well 
as mineral producing State, and it was uot long 
before California produced millions of bushels 
of wheat for export, which tbuud ready and 
profitable markets in foreign countries. During 
this time experiments had also been made iu 
growing fruit, and to the astonishment of al­ 
most everybody it was found that the climate 
aud soil in California was especially adapted to 
the production of the finest quality of decidu­ 
ous iruit 
hut few of the few who made these 
tests understood horticulture, and the result was 
that pits were planted, the trees from which 
were permitted to grow to maturity without be­ 
ing grafted or budded. Strange as it may seem 
to you, instead of this being a detriment to the 
interest, it pioved to lie a great benefit, lor the 
reason that new varieties were thus produced, 
which proved to be far superior to many of the 
older ones. The fact is that m my of our best 
shipping peaches are seedling varieties origi­ 
nated here, hut it was not until after the com­ 
pletion of the Central Pacific and the Union Pa­ 
cific roads, and experimental tests made as to 
the practicability of shipping green fruit to 
Eastern consumption markets, which 
inti­ 
mately proved successful, that fruit-growing 
lieean to atiract attention. As our fruit products 
increased, the railroads have from year to year 
given additional and improved facilities for 
transportation at reduced rates, and to a decree 
that resulted 111 greatly promoting and building 
up tne interest, until the output of green, 
canned and dried fruit from this Slate is some­ 
thing wonderful: and yet the interest is but in 
its infancy, for the reason that iu Central 
aud NorthemCaliforniathere remain thousands 
of acres of land that will grow the finest quality 
of fruit, and it wilt not be long until it will be 
utilized for that purpose. Another reason why 
this interest will make greater and more rapid 
strides iu the near future lies in the fact that 
some of our growers, and others, have in the 
past been afraid of an overp.oduction, but their 
fears are being dispelled, through the reason of 
the rapidly-increasing demand for our canned 
aud dried fruit. Experiments made in the last

uecessiTY for California growers to construct ex­ 
pensive evaporators, the running of which is 
also expensive, in order to save aiiy surp us they 
may produce. 
The result is brought about 
through the (act that we are exempt from rain 
during the fruit season, or at least that portion 
of it when fruit is being dried, and the sun’s 
rays are used for that purpose. The treatment 
of fruit ¡3 sun-drying is the same as that in ma­ 
chine drying, except that in ODe case the heat 
of the sun is utilized, aud in the other, artificial 
heal is 11*06. while in price the machine-dried 
has but little advantage over the sun-dried.

We feel that we have invaded the home of a 
generous, hospitable, free-hearted people, we 
leel that we nave come among friends. Our 
tour through the State has been one con­ 
tinuous ovation. Wherever we have stopped 
at a railway strtion, for even the brief space 
of one hour we have been met by organized 
committees of brave men and fair women, with 
words of welcome and donations of fruit and 
flowers from that cornucopia which seems to be 
California's own and inexhaustible. We have 
been toasted and banqueted, and everywhere 
made happy and glad that we came to see you. 
Our going north has been heralded, and already 
we are apprised of the fact that throughout the 
Sacramento valley, wherever we stop, will ne 
found that generous outpouring of people until 
we

of 
Mount 
Shasta, 
whose silver summit shines etc-rnal in your 
summer sky. The conditions of horticulture 
with our Eastern people are very dissimilar to 
those of California. We are familiar with horti 
culture only as it is practiced in the East. You 
know nothing of the difficulties we have to con­ 
tend with. We have to contend with the ex­ 
tremes of climate, wnile you live in aud enjoy 
the pleasures of a veritable garden of Eden. At 
the East we have a continuous warfare with 
bisect pests aud deadly lungi. We cannot pro­ 
duce anything without a light for it, while in 
your fair laud everything grows and produces 
to perfection. In the East we sometimes plant 
in the wrong 
foil, 
pnt 
out 
the 
wrong 
thing iu the right place, but in your land 
such mistakes are impossible. Here iu this 
glorio;:* laud, ill this prolific soil, under the 
warm sunshines of your Italian skies everybody 
seems to have plained happily. Y our orchards 
are the largest and liuest iu the woild, your 
orchardists all look happy aud are wealthy. We 
are deeply impressed with the magnitude, we 
might say audacity, that we have seen and heard 
about since our arrival in California. Nothiug 
is done on a small scale aud to produce gieat 
and abun daut crops requires but little eitbrt. 
You have, however, some serious problems to 
solve. You can grow all the fruits of the world. 
It Is wonderful how much you can grow in one 
garden spot. Side by side in the same acre are 
growing to perfection citrus, prune, the hardier 
fruitsoi the north, the gigantic and lite waring 
palm. Y'ou can, as 1 said, grow everything anil 
the yield of all your crops is something wonder- 
iul. California can produce for the next 100 
years to come all the fruit consumed 
by 
thu 
American 
people. 
She 
to-dav 
oaii 
supply 
the 
05,000,000 
of 
people in the 
United States; when our imputation increases to 
200.000 00O she ran keep up with the demand. 
•She has the land aud the climate,and with hus­ 
bandmen enough she can supply the whole 
great rouud world and have plenty to spare, 
and I don't know but what you arc undertaking 
to do it too, for some orchardists who have 800 
and 1 ,000 acres in bearing trees are still plant­ 
ing, doubling up their orchards, putting out 
new ones on equally as large a scale, and 
vineyards of several thousand acres each are 
uot looked upon as anything oil a very grand 
scale. When I see these things going up and 
down your fertile and beautiful valleys—for 
they are all beautiful and fertile—I ranuot say 
tyo much for the future of this Golden State. 
The greatest, most beautiful, most fertile valley 
iu the world extends from Mount Shasta, on the 
north, to Tehachapi, on the south, embracing a 
territory as large as New England. It is a ver 
itable garden spot, with a prolific soil, a sun­ 
shine of heaven showering its bounteous bless- 
in < upon it. I see in the valleys ol the .Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin, in the foothills of the 
Sierras, in the slopes ot yonr Coast Range, pos­ 
sibilities that are amazing. In a single town­ 
ship of California it is possible to grow as many 
raisins as is necessary to supply the demand iu 
the entire United States. I hope you will never 
be confronted with the fact of overproduction. 
Here is a problem that will have to be consid­ 
ered. The immense grain fields of your valley 
do not require many lalmrers to handle them. 
A man can handle 1,000 acres of wheat with 
fifteen or twenty men 
When this is put into 
orchards and vineyards or herrv gardens, he 
will need ten. twenty or fifty times as many 
laborers to carry on that work. 
Where will 
you get those laborers? We cannot spare them. 
Some are coming over here now, but they come 
as employers of a bur, and not as laborers. 
Where will you get the requisite help is a ques­ 
tion of serious moment. We came here to dis­ 
cuss such quest ons on your own soil. We are 
glad we have c me. for you have made 11s so 
welcome and happy. California is destined toa 
prosperity imps rallelediii all t hi-grand republic. 
In conclusion, let me suggest that when all the 
difficulties found in the production of fruits are 
mastered by you, when you find how cheap you 
can produce them and supply the world vvith 
tlie product, that you will have doue much 
more than anj other State in tlie Union has ac­ 
complished to build up human civilization.

It is oí Italian 
m arble except the lower base, w hich is of 
native granite. 
In design it is plain, but 
m assive. 
T he lower granite base is 2 feet 
8 inches by 1 foot 10 inches by 1 foot 2 
inches high. 
The m arble base is 2 feet 2 
inches by 1 foot 4 inches by 8 inches high. 
T he die or m ain stone is 3 feet high by 1 
foot 10 inches wide by 1 foot thick. 
The 
cap is 2 feet 2 inches by 1 foot 4 inches by 
1 foot 2 inches high. The cap appropri­ 
ately corresponds w ith th e general design 
of the work, and is finished in an apex. 
lTpon the upper face of the die is a bas- 
relief representing a guitar about three- 
quarters the size of a real instrum ent, and 
from the lower side of the finger-board is 
suspended a scroll, upon w hich are en­ 
graved the words : “ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” w ith m usic.
